Wise spending is 
the best kind of thrift there is.” 

And then he goes on to point out 
that the wise spender keeps the 
wheel of industry moving. The more 
wisely he spends, and teh more 
worth while things he buys, the 
greater employment he gives others, 
who In turn, if they spend wisely, 
provide employment for still others, 
so that the money is kept in circula- 
tion, But he stresses the point that 
it must be spent wisely tu do any 
real good,

“Since the time of its creation in 
Alberta the Wheat Pool has continued 
to function with the help of Conser 
vative, Liberal and Government voters 
with what success or lack of success 
it seems to me we are ont concerned 
in this debate,” he said. “It would 
be idle to deny that the proponents of 
the Pool idea assert that the Pool has 
been of great advantage to the farm- 
ers of this Province, and it would be
